OF A LIFE? 


Hit and run killer Jack Blohm jailed for five years after mowing down woman, 
with turbo charged Nissan Juke, in Hadleigh, before abandoning his car 


A SPEEDING driver who struck 
and killed a woman crossing the 
road has been jailed for five 
years. 

Phillippa Nunn, 44, was cross¬ 
ing the A13 London Road in 
Hadleigh in a 30mph zone when 
she was struck by a Nissan Juke. 

Members of the public went to 
her aid until emergency services 
arrived. 

She was taken to hospital but 
died a short time later. 

The Nissan driver. Jack Blohm, 
failed to stop at the scene follow¬ 
ing the incident at 6.10am on 
January 7, 2016. 

He abandoned the vehicle a 
short distance away when the car 
broke down and fled on foot. 

He contacted police just over 
three hours later and was located 
and arrested a short time later. 

A court heard he struck Mrs 
Nunn while driving at a speed of 
between 51mph and 58mph. 

Had he been travelling at 
30mph, the collision would have 
been avoided. 

Blohm, 51, of Leigh Road, 
Leigh-on-Sea, was charged with 
causing death by dangerous dri¬ 
ving, which he denied, and stood 
trial at Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Monday, February 5, 2018. 

A jury found him guilty on 
Wednesday, February 7 and he 
was jailed the same day for five 


years and disqualified from dri¬ 
ving for six-and-a-half years. 

Investigating officer Dc James 
Lee said after the hearing: “As 
police officers, we deal with too 
many sad cases in which people 
lose their lives on the roads and 
we know all too well the devasta¬ 
tion this causes for the families 
they leave behind. 

“The most tragic aspect of this 
particular case is that Phillippa 
Nunn’s death was entirely pre¬ 
ventable. 

“Travelling at the speeds which 
Blohm did and in the terrible 
weather conditions that morning, 
showed a complete disregard to 
safety of all other people using 
the road. 

“Speed limits are carefully con¬ 
sidered and put in place for a rea¬ 
son and had Blohm been travel¬ 
ling within the 30mph limit, Mrs 
Nunn would have been able to 
safely cross the road.” 

Mrs Nunn’s family said; “We as 
a family are relieved to finally get 
some justice for Pip. 

“She was a lively and larger 
than life personality who will be 
greatly missed, not only by her 
family but by every person that 
has met her. 

“Finally we have got some clo¬ 
sure and while we will always 
remember, we can move on and 
live as Pip would want us to.”

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A GANG of gun-dealers 
from Romford, Southend and 
Dagenham has been jailed for 
a combined 29 and a half 
years for firearm offences. 

The four offenders were 
sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Thursday, 
February 8, after pleading 
guilty to firearm charges. 

Spencer Tapper, 27, of 
School Road, Dagenham, 
received a 15-year prison sen¬ 
tence for two counts of pos¬ 
sessing a firearm and two 
counts of possessing ammu¬ 
nition. Aymon Popo, 33, of 
Highfield Road, Romford, 
got six-and-a-half years for 
conspiracy to possess a 
firearm and ammunition with 
intent to endanger life. 

Mahesh Chaitoo, 28, of 
Beresford Road, Southend, 
was jailed for five-and-a-half 
years for possession of a 
firearm. Sandy Hunter, 33, of 
Goresbrook Road, 

Dagenham, got two-and-a- 
half years for assisting an 
offender. 

The court heard that offi¬ 
cers from the Metropolitan 
Police Service’s Trident 
squad raided a property in 
Goresbrook Road, 

Dagenham, on November 16, 
2016. Inside they found a 
handgun containing 15 bul¬ 
lets and a spare 20 rounds. 

Hunter was arrested and

charged that day. Officers 
then discovered she had been 
in contact with Tapper on 
online messaging service 
WhatsApp, and that she was 
holding the gun and ammuni¬ 
tion on his behalf 
On February 19, 2017, 
Tapper and Chaitoo travelled 
to Ramsgate, Kent, to collect 
a handgun. They were 
stopped on the M2 by police, 
who discovered a handgun 
and 42 bullets in the car boot. 


Popo was linked to the 
investigation by subsequent 
enquiries, which determined 
he was a conduit between 
Tapper and Chaitoo. 

Detective Inspector Tim 
Grinsted said: “This was a 
very complex investigation, 
with the defendants carrying 
and exchanging firearms 
across London and Kent. 

“Their sentences reflect just 
how seriously the courts take 
this type of offending.” 



Airport’s plane de-icing unit ^first of its kind in the country’ 



A PURPOSE built aircraft de¬ 
icing unit has been opened at 
Southend Airport, which it 
claims is the first of its kind at 
an airport in the country. 

An airport spokesman said 
it would increase efficiency 
and speed up de-icing when 
cold weather hits. He added 
that aircraft can be de-iced at 
the unit before taxiing for 
take-off, rather than when on 
a stand. 

Glyn Jones, chief executive 
officer of airport owner 
Stobart Aviation, said: “This 


new de-icing facility is anoth¬ 
er example of London 
Southend leading the way 
within the aviation industry, 
using innovative, brand new 
technology to provide a much 


better airport experience for 
our partners and passengers. 

“For both travellers and air¬ 
lines there is nothing more 
frustrating than bad weather 
leading to delays, so we’ve - 


quite literally - invented a 
solution to try and minimise 
that.” 

Construction of the unit 
began in October and it has 
been tested and approved by 


the airport’s airline partners 
easy Jet and Stobart Air. 

Captain Chris Foster, flight 
operations performance man¬ 
ager at easyJet, said: “We wel¬ 
come the installation of the 
new de-icing facility as part 
of a UK first at London 
Southend Airport.

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Housing plan at Range site 


STAFF have been told their jobs are 
safe after a superstore site was ear¬ 
marked for housing. 

The site of The Range superstore is 
set to be included within the Better 
Queensway project boundary just 
months after the land was purchased by 
Southend Council. 

The authority said the move would 
see an increase in the proposed number 
of 'affordable' homes in the town. 

The approval was recommended to be 
made at a meeting of the council's cab¬ 
inet on Tuesday. 

A council spokesman said the move 
would enable it to ask a potential joint 


venture development partner to provide 
more than the current 441 'affordable' 
homes included in the plans for around 
1,300 homes. He said the Range super¬ 
store would remain somewhere it 
Southend The council's deputy leader 
Ann Holland confirmed the authority 
would involve The Range as it goes for¬ 
ward with its plans. 

She said the council bought the free¬ 
hold for the property in August as part 
of its commercial property investment 
programme to bring in more income. 

Cllr Holland added; “We are now rec¬ 
ommending that this site is included 
within the overall development area 


and considered part of the regeneration 
opportunity as we search for a joint 
venture partner. We have written to the 
Range to inform them of this and also 
to reassure them and their staff that we 
see them as a key retailer for Southend, 
both now and in the future, that we are 
still at a very early stage.” 

The cabinet members were also due 
to approve the beginning of a process to 
find a joint venture partner to deliver 
the Better Queensway project. 

As well as the plans for new homes, 
the project also intends to create better 
access to the town centre. 

The council spokesman said it was 


confirmed earlier this month that the 
preferred transport layout would retain 
four lanes heading to and from the 
seafront. A public consultation into the 
council's plans was held at the end of 
last year and details of how responses 
have fed into the plans were included in 
a report before the meeting. 

The YA reported last week that the 
council had been successful in its bid 
for £15million funding from the 
Government's Housing Infrastructure 
Fund. Cllr Holland added: “This is the 
largest regeneration scheme being 
und^ertaken in the borough since the 
1960s and it is vital we get this right.

“I am very pleased that we have got to 
this stage and look forward to starting 
the official search for a development 
partner by the end of March.” 

The YA contacted The Range for a 
response but had not received one at the 
time of going to press.

Police take action against 
drivers after other road 
users send 49 video clips 


ESSEX Police has revealed 
it received more than 100 
videos in the first month of 
a campaign to reduce colli¬ 
sions on roads across the 
county. 

The footage was received 
by the force as part of Safer 
Essex Road Partnership’s 
(SERP) Extra Eyes cam¬ 
paign, which encourages 
road users to submit videos 
showing dangerous road 


behaviour. It was launched 
in December and a police 
spokesman confirmed it 
had taken action regarding 
49 of the clips. 

Police sent out 33 notice 
of intended prosecutions 
(NIPs) for careless driving 
as a result of footage sub¬ 
mitted, while one was 
issued for dangerous dri¬ 
ving. Eleven road users 
received a letter from the 


police warning them about 
their behaviour. 

The spokesman said 
seven videos showed road 
collisions which were 
passed on to the Essex 
Police CRASH team. 

Matt Hine, from Essex 
Police Operational Tasking 
Unit, said: “We’re very 
pleased with the initial 
response from the road¬ 
using public to Extra Eyes. 


“Almost fifty per cent of 
the video clips we’ve 
received have led to action 
against drivers who hope¬ 
fully will understand that 
their behaviour could have 
led to disastrous conse¬ 
quences and will modify 
their behaviour going for¬ 
ward. 

“We’d also like to remind 
people they can use the 
Extra Eyes link to provide 


us with information relating 
to drink or drug-drive 
offences, or anonymously 
through Crime stoppers on 
0800 555 111.”

G et ready to Rave On, Buddy Flolly is 
rocking and rolling into town. The criti¬ 
cally acclaimed rock ‘n’ roll musical 
The Buddy Flolly Story will be playing at the 
Brookside Theatre, Romford, from 
Wednesday, February 14 to Saturday, 
February 24.

West Ham United 2-0 Watford 
Brian Jeeves reporting from 
the London Stadium 

A GOAL in each half handed West 
Ham three priceless Premier League 
points in a well contested but often 
disjointed encounter on Saturday. 

Having seen their seven-match 
unbeaten league sequence brought 
to an end at Brighton, David Moyes 
was looking for a positive response 
against a Hornets side sitting one 
place above them in the table. 

The Scotsman was handed a boost 
with the return of striker Marko 
Arnautovic, while Michail Antonio 
was handed a start and new signing 
Patrice Evra was on the bench. 

Watford arrived in east London in 
buoyant mood after brushing 
Chelsea aside with ease in the week. 

Etienne Capoue’s attempt was 
deflected over, while Troy 
Deeney’s header from the resulting 
comer was beaten away by Adrian 
as Watford began on the front foot. 

Meanwhile, Hornets stopper 
Orestis Karnezis, blocked with his 
feet from Joao Mario after 
Arnautovic had been crowded out. 

Mindful that neither side could 
afford to slip up, chances came at a 


premium. Hernandez nodded 
Mario’s pinpoint free-kick firmly 
beyond I^mezis, only for celebra¬ 
tions to be cut short by an assistant’s 
flag. Then, Karnezis denied 
Arnautovic from point-blank range 
as the Hammers began to take a hold. 

With their next foray forward West 
Ham grabbed the advantage. 
Hernandez made no mistake, head¬ 
ing home from close range after 
Antonio had broken clear on the left. 

Chiekhou Kouyate scuffed well 
wide while Sebastian Prodl nod¬ 
ded clear in the nick of time ahead 
of Hernandez as West Ham looked 
to put further daylight between the 
sides after the break. 

Watford came close when a fizzing 
Jose Holebas dead-ball effort was 
expertly pushed away by Adrian. 

Proceedings had become scruffy 
with passes drifting astray. Only a 
horribly off-target header from 
Richarlison thwarted Watford as 
they continued to probe. 

But before they could make any 
headway. West Ham doubled their 
lead. Holebas’ clearance deflected 
off Cresswell, presenting Arnautovic 
with the simplest of chances. 

After the game, Moyes said: “I 
just said in there that you have to 
remember, they just beat Chelsea 


4-1 in midweek. People say we are 
close to the bottom bed, and we 
totally realise that, but we are also 
pretty close to 9th, 10th 11th too so 
we have to keep aiming that way.” 

West Ham have only lost one of 
their eight top-flight home match¬ 
es since Moyes took charge and he 
was hopeful that they were starting 
to turn their much-maligned home 
into a fortress. 

“I hope that’s the case. We have got 
goals in us, we needed to stop con¬ 
ceding them and we have done a job 
to make us harder to play against. 

“We are getting our injured play¬ 
ers back and they are making an 
impact.” 

Moyes was pleased with the per¬ 
formance of Arnautovic, but insisted 
he was keeping the Austrian’s feet 
firmly on the ground. 

“He’s getting no praise, that’s for 
sure. He’s getting told that he has 
got to keep at it and he is going to 
be pushed all the way. 

“We are telling him he is doing 
well, but we’re not letting him off 
the hook. 

“He only trained three days this 
week to be fair, but you can see the 
impact he has for us. He’s got power, 
pace, quality on the ball and he’s 
doing a really good job for us.” 


Moyes didn’t believe starting 
Arnautovic was a risk, despite the 
player only returning to training 
early in the week. “If you get him 
in the right frame of mind he is 
very difficult to play against.” 

Frustrated Watford chief Javi 
Gracia said; “The last match showed 
us how we can get points by running, 
fighting, and today we 
didn’t do it enough.” 

West Ham remain in 12th place, 
with a five-point buffer from the 
drop zone. They return to Premier 
League action on Saturday, 
February 24 when they take on 
Liverpool at Anfield (3pm).
